Remember the school lunches 
you used to eat when you were 
attending school? Well, today 
it’s big business trying to keep 
all those hungry mouths fed 
properly. 
Since National School Lunch 
Week is being observed next 
week from Oct. ll - 17, it seem­ 
ed an appropriate time to bite 
off a chunk of information abut 
the overall school lunch pro­ 
gram in the Pennsbury Schools. 
This reporter recently tested 
a daily meal and examined the 
kitchen facilities at the Quarry 
Hill School in Lower Makefield. 
He also chatted 
with 
Miss 
Rosalyn L. Stark, administra­ 
tive assistant in charge of all 
Pennsbury’* school lunches, and 
obtained 
information 
f r o m 
David H. Rhone, assistant re­ 
gional superintendent for busi­ 
ness affairs for Pennsbury. The 
two are the principal factors in 
Pennsbury’s lunch program. 
Miss Stark accompanied this 
writer on the inspection tour of 
the kitchens and while he talked 
with lunch room personnel at 
Quarry Hill, one of Pennsbury^ 
15 schools. 
Rhone noted that the total 
figure for operating the school 
lunch program for 1963-64 was 
$470,000 
for 
Pennsbury. 
The 
“business” can’t make a prof­ 
it, because it’s against the law, 
he noted. 
This is because 
the 
school 
gets Federal 
subsidy and 
so 
long as the school participates 
in it, there can be no profit. 
Rhone explained that “it can­ 
not make money by law; if it 
did make money, we’d have to 
cut down on the lunch prices.” 
In recent years, he said the 
operation has operated in the 
red, but this year, he added, 
“we don’t know yet.” 
Ronne added that the deficit 
was reduced 
last 
year, 
and 
hopefully this year, it may be 
further reduced since an elab­ 
orate monthly accounting sys­ 
tem has been introduced. 
The aim of the school system 
is to come our even and have 
the operation pay for itself. 
“Every 
school 
district 
at­ 
tempts to operate its cafeteria 
program 
on 
a 
self-sustaining 
basis. Some 
accomplish 
this; 
some do not,” Rhone added. 
The program obtains Feder.\> 
assistance in its operations and 
has Federal regulators too. 
Most cafeterias can support 
themselves if student partici­ 
pation averages between 45 and 
50 per cent, Rhone said. He 
said “the main thing is to try 
to encourage more students to 
take part.” 
Miss Stark, who is the guiding 
light behind Pennsbury^ lunch 
system, noted 
that next week 
across the nation, all schools 
will 
be 
celebrating 
National 
School Lunch Week. In Pennsyl­ 
vania. she said some 669,000 
children will eat lunch every 
day. 
Many will be eating delicious 
roast beef supplied by the US 
Department of Agriculture out 
of funds appropriated out of 
Congress for the school lunch 
program. Most of 
them 
will 
have no idea that the U S gov­ 
ernment supplied some of the 
food which makes up their daily 
lunches. 
Miss Stark 
added 
that 
not 
many students know the tre­ 
mendous task it has been tak­ 
ing some 20 years to make all 
these good things possible. 
It was in 1947 that the U.S. 
Government 
became 
alarmed 
by the evidence of poor nutri­ 
tion in its draftees in World 
War II. Also aware of its food 
surpluses, the government pas­ 
sed the Natonal School Lunch 
Act. It authorized the U.S. De- 
p a r t rn e n t 
of 
Agriculture 
(USDA) to make cash funds 
available 
to 
communities 
to 
help them set up proper school 
lunch programs and to channel 
surplus foods 
into 
them. 
All 
this, she noted, was to supply 
children with a nutritious meal 
at lunch time in school. 
In those early days, she said 
.09 cents was paid the school 
per child to meet at least 1-3 of 
the daily nutritional 
require­ 
ments. This was enough to pay 
for about a pint of milk, leav-

Since then, the program has 
grown rapidly and to such an 
extent that only .04 cash has 
been paid 
for 
a number of 
years. 
The 
appropriation 
by 
Congress has increased slightly 
over the years but not nearly 
enough to meet the demands, 
she said. 
However, quantities of foods 
no 
longer called surplus but 
U S.D A. donated commodities 
have increased in size and kind. 
In addition, to flour, rice, corn­ 
meal, lard and butter, which 
are supplied in large quantities 
as schools use them, purchases 
from school lunch funds are 
made for such things as fruits 
and vegetables, all part of the 
“A-lunch” requirements. 
Some of these items would be 
costly for local programs to 
purchase but there children re­ 
ceive the benefit of them and 
some foods,, such as 
canned 
apricots 
and 
peaches 
which 
have high vitamin and mineral 
content. Thus, the children have 
an opportunity to increase their 
knowledge of foods and gain 
nourishment at the same time. 
From 
these 
school 
lunch 
funds, each year sizeable quant­ 
ities of excellent quality, frozen 
turkeys and sometimes hams, 
canned beef and gravy or pork 
and gravy, ground beef and for 
the first time last year beef 
roast, have been supplied to as­ 
sist in the most expensive part 
of the meal, Mrs. Stark said. 
Schol districts who wish to 
take advantage 
of this help 
signed an agreement with the 
government promising to take 
proper care of the food sent to 
them and must serve the proper 
quantities to each child, keep 
accurate records to complete 
the operation that is, cost of 
food, 
labor and other items, 
amounts of USDA donated com 
modities, money received, etc. 
To carry out this program not 
nearly enough people trained in 
quantity food serve were availa­ 
ble, so housewives in the com­ 
munity, known for their interest 
in children and in good food, 
were asked to come to the 
schools and prepare and serve 
school lunches. 
“Someday 
a 
splendid 
book 
will be written around the mag­ 
nificent job these women have 
done;” she said. 
Just now during school lunch 
week, it is a good time to re­ 
mind the people of the com­ 
munity, not only of the excel­ 
lent food these ladies provide 
every day for hungry children, 
but of these ladies themselves 
who have raised their own chil­ 
dren, 
managed 
their 
homes, 
been active in church and civic 
activities, and have gone day 
after day in good weather and 
bad with good equipment or al­ 
most none at all, to prepare the 
food, train new workers, keep 
their records and do all the 
thousand and one jobs necessary 
to have good food properly pre­ 
pared and clean kitchens in 
which to prepare it. 
In the Pennsbury schools a 
dietician was hired on July I, 
1953 to begin the task of train­ 
ing personnel and operating the 
Pennsbury 
Schools 
cafteria 
That was Miss Stark, who was 
hired as administrative assist­ 
ant in charge of school lunches. 
She came to Pennsbury with 
19!4 years at Girard College, 
Philadelphia, 
where 
she 
had 
been head dietician. 
Miss Stark is a graduate of 
the Drexel Institute of Technol­ 
ogy 
and 
a 
member 
of 
the 
American Dietetic Association. 
There was one cafeteria at 


school 
Drexel 
lunch 
Insti- 
Pennsbury 
High 
School 
and 
there were about 3,000 children 
in the district. Now, in 1964, 
there are about 12,000 children 
and 
13 
kitchens, 
14 
dining 
rooms, with Quarry Hill kitchen 
supply Yardley.

300 
children 
purchased the A lunch. Today 
well over 3.000 are regular daily 
lunch buyers.

have gone 
to summer 
school at Drexel, Penn State or 
Indiana State. 


These women have paid their

After the fourth school opened 
in March of 1954 regular weekly 
cook-manager 
meetings 
were 
held, and they continued to this 
day to be -the heart of the in- 
service program that is a con­ 
stant part of the work in Penns­ 
bury. 


Now* there are 13 cook-man- 
agers, five in schools of 1,000 
enrollment or over, and eight in 
smaller schools. There are over 
IOO women who are working 
regularly on a full time and 
part time basis. 


In addition to the in-service 
training, many of the women 
have attended the school lunch 
institute at Rutgers University, 
before such was available in 
Pennsylvania. One spring they 


These have been designed to 
encourage greater interest in 
learning good school lunch tech­ 
niques. Pennsbury women have 
met consistently all the require­ 
ments for good health, having 
chest X-rays regularly, physical 
exams each year and in per­ 
sonal grooming every member 
of the food personnel must wear 
white uniforms and a hair net. 


Now, 
after 
ll 
years, 
the 
school lunch in the Pennsbury 
Schools is an accepted fact for 
35 to 55 per cent of the children 
who attend school in grades I to 
12. New kitchens have been pro­ 
vided with the finest equipment, 
older kitchens have had new 
equipment added and. more im­ 
portant, 
the 
women 
have 
learned to use it and to take
